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present some considerations the course study 

Secondary schools with especial reference the “report 
the Committee Ten” recently published. What shall say will 
partly the way comment that important report and 
partly the way presenting own solutions some the 
problems which addressed. 

the first place would venture the remark that the report 
committee must generally compromise. The individual 
views the several members the committee have been advanced 
and discussed the end they have been modified that 
majority can approve them. naturally follows that each person 
signing the report accepts the nearest approximation his 
view that finds practicable. often happens that the pro- 
cess elimination all that salient and suggestive gets omitted 
and only the dead level common-place ideas retained. Gen- 
erally best preserve the differences opinion that remain 
after all the discussions the committee the form minori- 
reports explicit reservations over the signature the dis- 
senting members. Such dissent helps the outsider enter into 


the spirit the discussion and understand grounds. 

Mere educational authority such harmful unless brings 
with its grounds which may studied and mastered, adopted 
refuted, the teacher who reads the conclusions set forth, 
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the Report the Committee Ten, there admirable 
device preserve individual differences and points view. 
There are nine reports special conferences each conference be- 
ing conducted sub-committee ten persons, experts the 
topic assigned them and representing widely separate parts the 

letting each group experts sit itself and formulate its 
demands the time the programme the secondary school, 
were likely get the utmost diversity possible regards points 


view from which secondary studies could considered. Each 


branch study would claim what time the members 
conference thought desirable for its thorough treatment, rather than 
the time possible allow after adjusting its claims view 
all the rest the programme. 

The able presentation the scope and significance the nine 
branches secondary study the several conferences affords rich 


material for study all interested school work. But fur- 


nishes statement the problem and sets forth the difficulties 
making satisfactory programme rather than suggests solution. 

was for the Committee Ten digest the results 
monize the differences the nine sub-committees. 

The first part the report recites the history the organization 
and work the committees and then brings together tables 
and the recommendations the several conferences, without 
undertaking any change. Such programme, might ex- 
pected, shows very strongly one thing, namely the necessity 
modifying the demands some all the sub-committees for 


that the experts each the nine branches were get what 
they ask should have recitations per week the first year 


the high school 374 per week the second year; the 
third year 374 the fourth year. That say the pupils would 
have daily average 2-5 recitations the first year; the 
second year; the third year; and the fourth. each lesson 
required fifty minutes (taking time for change classes) the second 
and fourth years would require the pupil recite continuously 
from the morning the afternoon, providing for single 
intermission hour and quarter for lunch the middle the 
day. All the lessons, seven number, would have prepared 


out school. 
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Such strain pupils would very soon destroy all elasticity 
and the reaction essential individuality would cease. 

course the members the sub-committees would never for 
moment approve such programme. set experts sup- 
posed that the demands the other conferences would modi- 
gramme after allowing their special topic the time required. 

The report the Committee Ten proceeds next show 
Table III that the demands the sub-committees cannot made 
reasonable even cutting them down uniformly twenty per cent. 
and allowing four recitations lessons week where five lessons. 
are asked for. Even this program table III would demand for 
the second and fourth years average lessons per day. 

this point therefore the results the report are negative 
that the Committee Ten first offers programme that con- 
siders practicable. order reach this was necessary drop 
the guidance the sub-committees and commence earnest the 
study the comparative educational values the general 
branches, and secondly the necessary order evolution said 
branches and their adaptation the several stages maturity 
that the pupil reaches the secondary school. 

would call special attention here the fact that the Committee 
Ten considered first the normal standard for the programme and 
resolved unanimously that case should there more than 
twenty recitation periods lessons week and only these 
(or three per day) should such require previous preparation 
the part the pupil. This fact makes unreasonable all those 
attacks the report which condemn for requiring too much work 
the pupil the secondary school. The recommendations the 
Committee Ten not err this respect for they fall safely 
within the hygienic limits prescribed the most cautious and con- 
servative schools. 

Turning table which contains this model programme, not 
compiled from the results the sub-conferences, but formed 
view the conflicting necessities hygiene, preparation for 
college the technical school, and comparative educational 
values—turning this table find four programmes, purely 
classical, Latin-scientific, modern language programme and 
English programme. may believed when say that the for- 
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mation the classical programme consumed nearly all the time 
devoted the Committee Ten discussions. was easy af- 
ter making the classical programme omit Greek and substitute 
more science and modern language form the Latin-Scientific pro- 
gramme and the third modern language programme sub- 
stitute more modern language for Latin. The so-called English 
programme was formed increasing the time devoted English 
language and literature and reducing the number foreign lan- 
guages studied one, which might ancient modern lan- 
guage. 

The chief result the committee’s report, far practical 
recommendation concerned therefore, found the classi- 
programme table gives Latin five hours per week 
during the first and second years, and four hours the third and 
fourth years. Greek has five hours per week the third and 
fourth years and does not appear all the first and second. 
This arrangement makes the separation the pupils who are fit- 
ting for college from those who are taking the scientific modern 
language English programme, take place the beginning the 
third year, and offers the desirable opportunity for change mind 
the part the secondary pupil after has completed his second 
year and begins see what education means. may defer the 
question college until the commencement the third year. 

The mathematical studies are algebra hours week first year, 
and two hours week for half the third year; geometry hours 
week second year, and hours week half the third year

trigonometry and higher algebra elective the 4th year for 
hours week English language and literature, rhetoric, composi- 
tion and the like studies, require hours week Ist year, hours 
week year, hours the third year, and two hours 4th year. 
The natural sciences are represented physical geography hours 
week first year;—this branch includes elementary view 
the organic aspects nature such botany, zoology, ethnol- 
ogy, meteorology, geology and astronomy. The other aspect 
nature physics molar molecular, called natural philosophy 
and philosophy assigned hours week 
year; chemistry hours week 4th year. General history has 
week Ist year, hours week year, and elective 
with trigonometry for hours the 4th modern lan- 
guage, French German, takes hours week year and 
year, and hours week 4th year. 
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This result seemed the committee pretty rich programme 
after all; was reached only after harmonizing apparently ir- 
reconcilable conflicts. provides for Latin, Greek, 
natural science, history, English literature and modern languages. 

From this hasty survey the report the Committee Ten 
let now turn your attention for moment the fundamental 
questions that concern the course study and the reasons that 
have made this item secondary schools the weakest part our 
school system, although must confessed that the teachers 
the secondary schools are the whole more skillful, far 
command methods concerned, than the teachers the 
elementary schools the professors colleges. 

Let glance first the central idea the elementary school. 

can deduce the course study quite easily from the idea 
the school instrumentality designed connect the child 
the new individual with his race, and enable him participate 
civilization. 

education add the child’s experience the experience 
the human race. His own experience necessarily one-sided and 
shallow: that the race thousands years deep and 
rounded fulness. Such deep and rounded experience what 
call wisdom. 

prevent the child from making costly mistakes give him 
the benefit seeing the lives others. The successes 
ures our fellowmen instruct each far more than our own 
experiments. 

The elementary school attempts give this wisdom syste- 
matic manner. uses the essential means for its work the 
shape text-books, which the experience the race di- 
gested and stated clear and summary manner, its several 
departments, that child may understand it. has teacher 
direct his studies and instruct him the proper methods get- 
ting out books the wisdom recorded them. taught 
first the primary school how spell out the and how 
write them himself. Above all taught understand the 
meaning the words. first use words reaches only few 
their many significations word has many meanings and 
uses, but the child gets one meaning, and that the simplest 
and vaguest, when begins. His school work train him in- 
accuracy and precision the interpretation language. 
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learns gradually fill each word the printed page with its 
proper learns criticise the statements reads, 
and test them his own experience and comparison with 
other records experience. 

other words the child school set work enlarge his 
own puny life the addition the best results other lives. 
There other process well adapted insure growth 
self-respect the mastery the thought the thinkers who have 
stored and systematized the experience mankind. 

This the clue the hopes founded education. The patri- 
otic citizen sees that government managed illiterate people 
government one-sided and shallow experience, and that 
ernment the educated classes ensures the benefits much 
wider knowledge the wise ways doing things. 

The work the school produces self-respect because the pupil 
makes himself the measure his fellows and grows equal 
them spiritually, the mastery their 
the root the virtues and the active cause career growth 
power know and power do. Webster called the free pub- 
lic schools wise and liberal system police which property 
and the peace society are explained the effect 
the school exciting feeling responsibility and sense 
character.” 

This, saw, the legitimate effect. For the school causes 
its pupils put the forms thought given them the teacher 
and the books they use; causes them control their personal 
impulses and act according rules and causes 
them behave combine with others and get help from all 
while they turn give help; the school causes the pupil 
put off his selfish promptings and prefer the forms action 
based the consideration the interests others, seen that 
the entire discipline theschool ethical. Each youth educated 
the school has been submitted training the habit self- 
control and obedience social order. has become some 
extent conscious two selves; the one his immediate animal im- 
pulse and the second his moral sense conformity the order 
necessary for the harmonious action all. 

Curious scholars have explored and recorded the methods ed- 
ucation all peoples. For each people has some way initiat- 
ing its youth into the manners and customs be- 
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liefs which constitute the warp and the woof its civilization. 
The bulk all education performed the family all ages. 
The lessons the care for the person: the conventional forms 
eating and drinking; behaviour towards strangers and towards 
one’s the mother tongue; the stock beliefs and such 
habits scientific observation may exist the community the 
ideals life; the duties citizen; the consciousness nation- 
ality and the sentiment patriotism that depends it; the ele- 
mentary arts and trades such exist within the home; all these 
things are learned within the family. But letters and science are 
usually taught taught all, teacher set apart for the work, 
and his department called the school. 

The school the auxiliary institution founded for the purpose 
re-enforcing the education the four fundamental institutions 
civilization. These are the family, civil society (devoted pro- 
viding for the wants food, clothing and shelter), the state, the 
church. The characteristic the school that deals with the 
means necessary for the acquirement, preservation and communi- 
cation intelligence. The mastery letters and mathematical 
the technical terms used geography, and grammar, 
and the sciences; the conventional meaning the lines used 
maps indicate water, mountains, towns, latitude, longitude and 
the like. school devotes itself instructing the pupil 
these dry details arts that are used record knowl- 
edge. These conventionalities once learned, the youth has 
the art intellectual can his own effort open the 
door and enter the treasure house literature science. 
Whatever his fellowmen have done and recorded can now learn 
diligence his own. 

The difference between the part acquired within 
the family and that acquired the school immense, 
ble. The family arts and trades, manners and customs, habits and 
have formed sort close-fitting spiritual vesture, gar- 
ment the soul always worn and expressive the native 
ter, not much the individual his tribe family com- 
munity. He, the individual, had from birth been 
these things mould his thinking and willing and 
feeling have been moulded into the form type humanity looked 


upon the ideal his parents and acquaintances. 
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This garment habit has given him direction but 
not self-direction freedom. does what does blindly from 
the habit following custom and doing others do. 

But the school gives different sort training —its discipline 
for the freedom the individual. The education the family 
use and wont, and trains rather than instructs. Its result 
unconscious habit and ungrounded prejudice inclination. Its 
likes and dislikes are not grounded reason, but are unconscious 
results early training. {But the school lays all its stress 
ducing consciousness the grounds and reason for things.) 
should not say its for the school does fact lay much 
stress what called discipline habits alert and critical 
attention, regularity and punctuality, self-control 
ness. But the bare mention these elements discipline shows 
that they too are higher order than the habits the family 
much they all require the exertion both will and intellect 
consciously order attain them. The discipline the school 
forms sort conscious superstructure the 
habits which have been acquired the family. 

School instruction the other hand given the acquirement 
techniques; the technique reading and mathe- 
matics: grammar, geography, history, literature and science 
general. 

One astonished when reflects upon it, first, see how 
much meant this word products human re- 
flection are defined and preserved words used technical 
sense. The words are taken out their colloquial sense which 
loose one, except when employed For slang spon- 
taneous effort popular speech form technical terms. 

The technical conventional use signs and symbols enables 
write words and record mathematical calculations the tech- 
nical use words enables express clearly and definitely the 
ideas and relations Outside technique all vague 
hearsay. The fancy pours into the words hears such meanings 
its feelings prompt. Instead science there superstition. 

The school deals with technique this broad sense the word. 
The mastery this technique reading, writing, arithmetic, ge- 
ography, and history lifts the pupil plane freedom and 
self-help hitherto not known him. can now his own 
effort master for himself the wisdom the race. 
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the aid such instruments the family education has given 
him cannot master the wisdom the race but only pick 
few its results, such the customs his community preserve. 
the process hearsay and oral inquiry would take the in- 
dividual lifetime acquire what can get six months aid 
the instruments which the school places his hands. For the 
school gives the youth the tools thought. 

Looking for the application this technique see two worlds 
—nature and man. Nature contains, first, abstract inorganic 
objects, matter and motion, which algebra and higher 
mathematics relate; then secondly contains organic objects, like 
plants, animals and men. phase nature including vegeta- 
ble and animal growth and the requisite conditions climate, land 
and water, and air, are treated geography. 

Hence the child has two studies that give him insight into 
nature the support his life and the instrument for him 
conquer and use the shape machinery, motive powers, food, 
clothing and shelter. 

With his first lesson arithmetic learns something funda- 
mental about the conditions existence time and space. 
ter and force not merely happen obey mathematical laws but 
they have primordial necessity their nature. Every 
geography from the first practical use giving the 
child command over organic nature. 

Taking the other side school instruction find happy se- 
lection what reveals man Man object body 
and soul —the body physiological object like animals and 
plants. The soul intellect,-will and feeling. child does 
not study psychology such, but something better for him than 
psychology. For studies the products man’s intellect and 
will and feeling. studies the structure language gram- 
mar, and this reveals the structure intellect. studies lit- 
erature the revelation the human heart its feelings, emotions, 
and aspirations, good and bad. portrays the rise 
feelings and their conversion into actions and ideas the will and 
intellect; shows the collisions evil feelings with good. 
History, again, shows the human will its distinctive province. 
For the will man manifest not much individual adven- 
tures the formation states, and religious movements, and 
social changes. This collective will, the will the nation 
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people, and manifest wars great social movements, 
such colonization, the building cities, internal improvements, 
commerce, productive industry, etc. 

History reveals man himself showing him his 
erature reveals man himself showing him his character its 
process formation the ultimate springs action they well 
from the unconscious depths the soul. Grammar, philology 
and language studies reveal the essential structure the 
its logical constitution self-activity self-consciousness. 

There are other phases nature and man than these: five 
which see are contemplated the five chief branches study 
the district schools. 

Secondary education must the same direction, opening 
windows the soul five directions that the pupil gets 
better insight into these cardinal provinces nature and man. 

Therefore the secondary pupil will continue his study mathe- 
matics, taking algebra and geometry; language, studying 
the ancient languages from which civilization has 
mitted, and modern languages. will continue the view or- 
ganic nature given geography, studying the outlines and 
methods such natural sciences geology, astronomy, 
gy, zoology and botany continue history adding the special 
study the United States, begun the elementary school, the 
study general history; continue the study literature, begun 
the school readers, systematic study the greatest writers 
like Shakespeare, Milton, Spenser and Chaucer, selected complete 
works art, together with history literature. Mathematics are 
reenforced physics (called natural philosophy) treating the 
mathematical laws solids and fluids. 

these branches which the ideal course should contain there 
are certain incidental studies arts useful character—such 
music, book-keeping, calisthenics, short-hand writing, cook- 
ery, wood-working, etc., which are added, some them, the 
high school courses study throughout the country. The modern 
languages taught are usually German and French. The ancient 
languages are Latin and Greek. 

must noticed studying the secondary education the 
United States that stands between two other 
tems schools the elementary, whose course determined 
the school committees, and the higher whose course determined 
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college faculties and boards trustees. These two independ- 
ent directive powers not act perfect harmony. the 
secondary school has twofold course study provide 
that indicated the elementary school and that required the 
college for admission. 

But the public high schools are under the control the school 
committees elected the people. This causes them lay more 
stress continuation the five-fold course the elementary 
schools than the studies required for admission college. 

the other hand the private secondary schools lay the most 
stress preparation for college. Here one the greatest de- 
fects our system lack system. The ideal course study 
demands that five windows the soul kept open. The old 
preparatory school laid stress Latin, Greek and mathematics, 
neglecting all else. These three branches opened only two 
three windows (to keep our symbolism) mathematics gave the 
key inorganic Latin and Greek answered grammar 
and literature, chiefly grammar the logical side the soul, 
with little touch history and literature the sides the will 
and sensibility. Nature was left out sight, except mathema- 
tics gave the general conditions all nature—the structure 
time and space. 

The private secondary school therefore the last generation 
slighted history, modern literature, natural science and sociology. 
The public high school undertook develop these important sides 
education and succeeded measure. But was 
obliged adopt another course study for its pupils fitting for 
college. Hence there arose general English course, and 
classical course. 

have compared the classical course study 
which first builds tall stem and then suddenly expands into fo- 
liage the the preparatory school and the college re- 
quired six years (four the preparatory and two college) 
devoted almost exclusively Latin, Greek and mathematics, and 
then the last two years the college made hasty survey 
nature and modern literature and history, sort finishing 
touch. 

There doubt that the high school course laid out the 
school committees more rational than the secondary course 


the private preparatory schools, prescribed for them the col- 
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leges. And yet the college course was the conscious product 
the highest educated minds the community. The unconscious 
evolution natural selection the minds school commit- 
tees elected the people was wiser the whole. Individual 
members city school boards are always found who oppose 
classical studies altogether. But the pressure popular demand 
always prevails secure the public schools what needed. 

The difficulty this case that the high school pupil taking 
all the five branches mathematics, natural science, history, 
modern literature, Latin and Greek, his four years, not far 
advanced the classic languages the special preparatory school, 
and does not compete with equal footing. Special classi- 
cal courses the public high school are awostly experiment wher- 
ever carried on. 

This produces what may call national disaster our edu- 
cation, namely, the discouragement pupils high schools from 
taking higher education. public high schools, 
tion their enrollment, send comparatively few the colleges. 

The disadvantages this the nation are great. For higher 
education even with course study, educates the 
majority the real leaders society. might supposed that 
those best versed natural science would have this prestige, and 
doubtless natural science counts for much. But the classically ed- 
ucated man has advantages over all others. That this should 
may seen brief consideration the rationale its 
course study. 

have seen that there are needed five windows the soul 
see the five classes objects nature and humanity. Natural 
science relates chiefly the organic and inorganic phases na- 
ture but gives little insight into human nature. the other 
hand language-study, and especially literature, leads directly to- 
wards this knowledge man that essential large directive 
power. 


the dead languages, Latin and Greek, they are the 
tongues spoken the two people who invented the two threads 
united our modern civilization. The study Greek puts one 
into the atmosphere art, literature and science which the 
people Athens lived. This the effect Greek literature 
also the effect the mere language its idioms and its 
grammatical structure. 
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The study Latin puts one similarly into the stern, self-sacri- 
ficing, political atmosphere Rome. The Romans invented laws 
for the protection life and private property, and also the forms 
combination into corporations and city governments. study 
Latin makes the pupil more attentive to, and conscious of, the side 
his civilization that deals with combinations men into social 
organizations. 

other ancient modern language gives anything equal 
value for gaining insight into the institutions under which 
live, except the study the Bible. The Hebrew thread our 
civilization still more important, because while the Roman se- 
cures civil freedom, and the Greek intellectual freedom 
tic taste, the Hebrew oracles give the revelation the person- 
ality God, the fountain all freedom. For unless the Abso- 
lute free personality, man’s freedom must all temporary 
and abnormal affair: the iron fate which pantheism sees the 
First Principle will get the advantage after all. 

may see that the colleges ought continue lay chief 
stress Latin, Greek and mathematics the studies that foster 
directive power but they ought add also the three moderns, nat- 
ural science, modern literature and history, incorporating them in- 
the course throughout, that the oak rather than the palm- 
tree becomes the symbol the curriculum. 

“directive meant the influence that molds the ac- 
tions men. This may exercised not only the military, 
political, the industrial leader, but the lone scholar who pub- 
lishes great discoveries the world; the editors periodicals, 
the orators, preachers and teachers and especially the poets 
and literary men. 

There has been process adjustment going higher edu- 
cation several directions, especially since 1870. eleva- 
tion the standard admission took place, chiefly brought about 
the action Harvard college. Secondly extension the 
scope elective studies consequence the raised stand- 
ard which now brought the freshmen class nearly where the 
junior class had been. Thirdly the requirements for admission be- 
gan more varied and require something English litera- 
ture and modern language, with some natural science 
tory; but much more Latin and Greek. 

Had the Latin and Greek requirements remained the same, the 
new standard admission would have fitted the course study 
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the public high school, and the problem would have been solved. 
now the situation the high school feeder for the 
college worse than before 1870. Then the classical require- 
ments for graduation the High School would admit the students 
college, while the collateral branches history, science and 
English literature that had begun the High School gave him 
greater apperceptive power, greater ability grasp the practi- 
cal application what had learned. 

not mistake that higher education has made trying 
lengthen the school life youth increasing the length the 
secondary school course? not far better take the student 
into college sixteen eighteen years age and after the course 
study that leads him the unity human learning, take 
him into post graduate course that teaches him how specialize 
and pursue lines original investigation the laboratory sem- 
inary 

This radical question now fair way answered ra- 
tionally for this report the Committee Ten will lead such 
investigations the educational value secondary branches and 
methods instruction will put possession accurate 
knowledge regard the nature and limits elementary, sec- 
ondary and higher education. shall learn the fitting age for 
each and not heretofore esteem advantage hold back the 
pupil long possible the elementary and secondary courses 
under plea securing greater thoroughness. shall under- 
stand that the elementary methods are necessity too mechanical 
used advantage beyond the fourteenth year, while the 
secondary methods consist too much copying styles and classic 
forms, aping modes work and habits thinking, con- 
tinued advantage beyond the eighteenth year. shall know 
better than now what fitting for each age and period. 
With this shall enter new and more scientific epoch ed- 
ucational theory and practice.

There quinine the book under review, and its propor- 
tion somewhat infinitesimal its beneficial effect will not 
wholly lost, even the weak stomach the “average Ameri- 
can the more robust the profession could, 
doubtless, have swallowed even more and live! 

The weakness the “a. t.” seems pet charge, 
which the changes have been rung through such varying forms 
expression the following: 

professional weakness the American teacher the 
greatest sore spot the American schools.” 

rule our teachers are too weak stand alone, and there- 
fore need constantly propped the supervisory 

weakness the American teachers can well observed 
even those cities where only the best obtainable are employed.” 

The graduate good city training school represents, gen- 
erally speaking, the best this country produces the way 
teachers. When the training received one these institu- 
tions compared with that received normal school Ger- 
many, the limited extent the former becomes 

the true professional incompetency our teachers, taken 
all all, does not become fully apparent until consider that 
not more than small percentage persons engaged teaching 
the public schools this country are normal school graduates.” 

The office teacher the average American school 
haps the only one the world that can retained indefinitely 
spite the grossest negligence and incompetency.” 

professional knowledge received these institutions does 
little more than open the book the student, that unless the 
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studies continued after graduation, the effect the pedagogi 
cal training soon becomes lost, the trained teacher falling the 
level the one who has had 

the teacher makes the school, the superintendent 
large part makes the teacher.” 

These pen portraits the average American teacher are all 
found pp. 14-18. 

The next few pages are given showing the difference between 
the scientifically taught schools, and those where the teaching 
and mechanical, proving that the teachers the 
latter class are somewhat progressive (p. 21), but that al- 
most exclusively the cities where the teachers constantly pursue 
professional studies under the guidance their superintendents 
that the others greatly predominate, and the attitude 
the teacher toward the child rule cold and unsympathetic, 
and times actually cruel and barbarous and that 
their tuition the child taught mechanical methods, his men- 
tal food given him the most indigestible and unpalatable 
form, consequence which takes interest his work, 
learning becomes source drudgery, and the school house 
bondage,” (p. 23).

Truly there professional weakness among our teachers, 
there all things human; but there also professional strength 
the great army which nearly 400,000 strong, weak 
The onus proband? rests upon the and should the Herculean 
task proving grave charge work too great undertak- 
ing, may withdraw his suit, ere the judge decides case 
against the defendant.”

AND THE DARK LADY.

now very generally admitted that the sonnets Shakespeare 
rest substantial basis facts. Recent investigations 
seem have practically settled this point, and these 
epistles are regarded, not exercises imaginative com- 
position, but veritable, autobiographic confessions. There 
little doubt that the once mysterious Mr. whom the 
sonnets were dedicated and whom one hundred and twenty-six 
them were personally addressed, was the Earl Pembroke, 
nephew Sir. Phillip Sidney, and that the Dark Lady, whom the 
remaining twenty-eight chiefly concern, was the notorious Mrs. 
Mary Fitton, maid honor Queen Elizabeth. 

That very considerable elements exaggeration enter into these 
Shakespearean confessions plain enough. The sonnet the six- 
tenth century was favorite vehicle for the protestations lovers 
—for the utterance their exaltations and despairs. one should 
take these passionate outpourings seriously, would suppose they 
were continually vibrating between states the most ecstatic bliss 
and the most profound melancholia. 

But when ascertain that the obscure nomenclature Shakes- 
peare’s sonnets stands for real man and woman; when learn 
somewhat their personal history and find unmistakable references 
the verse, feel ourselves reasonably firm ground 
spite all the conventional elements unreality that infested 
the sonnet the period, and are confident that the personality, 
effectually concealed behind the arras the drama, cannot alto- 
gether escape us. 

one point may entirely confident—nowhere the 
whole range literature can there found more unselfish and 
ideal conception friendship than found some 
Shakespeare’s sonnets. 


Let not the marriage true minds 
Admit impediments. Love not love 
Which alters when alteration finds, 
bends with the remover 
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Neither lapse time, nor absence, nor misfortunes, nor de- 
generacy the character the friend can destroy it. not 
Time’s fool,” but abides constant and true “even the edge 
doom.” This fervent, self-sacrificing unworldliness stands out 
the sharpest contrast the cold, practical, utilitarian standards 
which prevail Lord Bacon’s celebrated essay 
the contrast between the affluence summer and Decem- 
ber’s 

Bacon’s intimacy with Toby Matthew appears have been 
sincere and genuine any that ever formed but was very 
matter-of-fact basis. Shakespeare’s affection for Mr. H.”

What was Mr. H.” that attracted Shakespeare 
powerfully? Without doubt the superior rank the nobleman 
had something with the fascination. the age Eliza- 
beth the social distance between earl and play-wright was 
very great and this worldly position must not 
left out the count. 

Then the personal beauty Mr. H.” attracted Shakespeare 
yet more strongly. assures that neither ancient nor 
modern times has been approached—the lovely ladies and hand- 
some knights the past being merely adumbrations it! 

But the friend fair,” also “kind and true.” Never 
before have these traits been happily blended 
And withal the source the poet’s intellectual and artistic 
inspirations that the sonnets are worth reading and please 
“these curious because Mr. H.” gave his invention 
light. 

Yet the course this true love did not run smooth. Two seri- 
ous crises appear have disturbed it. The first was occasioned

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DIFFICULTIES OUR SMALLER COLLEGES. 
(Concluded. 


smaller colleges also labor under the extremest forms 
the difficulty transition age. They are compelled 
feel the pressure the larger colleges the direction science, 
the place exclusively classical studies. But 
for the time being this results practically two Faculties 
men very diverse training, and not the closest sympathies, com- 
pelled co-operate. This difficulty will great extent obvi- 
ated when, course time, there are none left who not have 
more less training sciences. Biology and will 
enter hope ere long into the training every teacher. 

easy stages have passed into era specialism. Our 
smaller colleges are divided now into two groups students 
those pursuing essentially the old classical course, and those who 
have selected few studies called electives. The new danger 
great the old. The old method was inconsiderate individ- 
uality: turned out scholars platoons. Enough 
written this evil since Youmans and few more began refor- 
mation. But our smaller colleges are, far, unable stay the 
drift toward the opposite mischief specialism. large percent- 
age eur young men now select such electives seem promise 
pleasure, ease, college parlance This done 
without strong bias any direction; without judgment and 
without judicious advice. The group system should once 
applied with vigor restrain students within rational bounds and 
prevent mental dissipation. This topic can barely touch upon. 
receiving the deepest consideration our but 
our smaller colleges are still the throes loose electicism. 

While the supreme problem moral education drawing the 
attention our ablest minds, and the press teeming with vol- 
umes that aim supply the deficiency ethical training, our col- 
and universities cannot escape the consideration several 
questions pertaining this What shall done with the 
whole prize system? What with the honor grading? Are the 
present methods stimulating study, productive pure, gener- 
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ous, manly character? Have not set the boys chase after 
honors, until they are losing sight honor? Not afew would 
glad see all prizes with the best men 
class graduates, find there conviction that 
more mischief than good comes from this sort stimulants. The 
ambition take prize overrides the ambition for well-devel- 
oped mental power. Apart from the fact that great deal 
fraud practiced, must consider that prizes introduce ele- 
ment envy and discord; and that the depressing influence 
lack success far outweighs the impulse given the few suc- 
cess. The minds the students are intent not achievement 
and knowledge, but compensation for trying secure knowl- 
edge. Buta prime question whether many not require re- 
wards, others need penalties. this question must not 
take the opinion those wedded the old plan, and who have 
really never investigated the system without prejudice.

The very worst feature this business 
the lack faith the inherent delight the pursuit and attain- 
ment knowledge; and the failure comprehend that the mind 
can find pleasure equal wisdom. error that vitiates 
all that can undertaken.

The fact that our colleges, the way from the monastery, 
passed through period special service the church; and 
America were, for two hundred years, founded mainly educate 
young men preachers, has left with some unfortunate tra- 
ditions. While the peculiar and emphasized changes the last 
fifty years have been scholastic sort, our college Presidents 
have been selected largely from ecclesiastical affiliations. The 
drift has been secularize the while the administration 
has remained the hands ministers the churches. believe 
that most cases these men have been admirable selections, far 
better than they have received credit for being; but they could 
not grasp the situation time avoid disaster. minister has, 
during his pastoral relations, close affiliations with ministerial as- 
sociations his mind most familiar with theological topics 
loves preaching, and eminently fitted pastor. But our 
colleges are, ought be, educational institutions: Their ad- 
ministrators should comprehend the scope and spirit modern 
educational work they should feel with leading educators above 
all they should not bring the flavor and atmosphere sect about 
But the painful history our smaller colleges 
have been unable all cases secure men training broad 
enough, and strong enough, come our definition. While 
learning what his position really demands him, the most able 
President gets into complications, and unhorsed. minister 
who not, has not been practical educator, almost sure 
assume ministerial role, and place emphasis matters that 
not concern education. There have been and are some eminent 
exceptions.

The most important 
problem with our colleges the trustee question. many, not 
most cases, men are elected with serious consideration 
their qualifications. Whatever may have been the qualities need- 
ful hundred years ago, present trustee, value, must 
first all well acquainted with modern education, and 
gress made year year pedagogical science. cannot run 
our colleges the curriculum fifty years ago, even twenty 
years ago. The available trustee must also know thoroughly the 
institution helps govern. believe the majority them are 
more totally ignorant what going with the faculty and 
students than those who judge only general 
know trustees who for five years have not seen the college over 
whose destinies they gravely are supposed preside.

VOICE CULTURE SCHOOLS. 
DR. RICHARDS, WASHINGTON, 


OICE the utterance sounds, the use the vocal or- 
and peculiar the human family; though al- 
most all animals have sound organs. 

Speech the utterance sounds, which represent names, 
thoughts and ideas; and peculiar human beings alone. 

The vocal organs are located the larynx, upper part the 
wind-pipe, trachea. The laryngeal, vocal organs, 
the vocal chords, which are peculiar arrangement membra- 
neous ligaments, stretched larynx, such 
way, that when the air forced from the lungs, through the lar- 
ynx, the chords are made vibrate, like the strings violin 
and produce the sounds the voice. 

all-wise providence, the muscles the larynx, and the 
mouth, are made, that they can modify, and vary the sounds 
they issue from the mouth. 

There hardly any faculty the human body which shows 
more conclusively, that our bodies are the product all-wise 
designing mind, than the vocal organs. Here, the small, delicate 


membranes, the larynx, not inch long, can 
that the variation their tension one fifth inch, two oc- 
taves, more, man’s voice, twelve full tones, the dia- 
tonic scale, and distinct semitones can given. 
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The voice has been trained, that the cultivated ear can distin- 
guish five variations each semi-tone; thus making the voice 
120 distinct sounds, varying the tension the vocal 
chord one fifth inch. 

This shows that one these 120 sounds, tones, with almost 
innumerable modulations, can made the human ear; 
results which are infinitely beyond all human skill. 

Thus far have had reference vocal tones music; but 
vocal tones language reading and speaking, are much 
more practical importance humanity, than those music, 
very important that all our youth should thoroughly understand 
the nature and use all the elementary, vocal sounds our lan- 
guage. 

course, these vocal sounds are produced the same organs 
the musical sounds; but differ from them, the modulations 
which they receive from the muscles the larynx, and the 
mouth. They are, however, greatly modified and 
culture and proper quite much, are musical sounds. 

This culture should given the instruction received 
the exercises reading and speaking; when the subjects 
enunciation, articulation and pronunciation, should thoroughly 
mastered. 

True enunciation is, speak, the diatonic scale good 
reading and speaking.

far the use the human voice concerned, reading 
speaking, would blessing all who are obliged listen 
the English language, all our youth were obliged through 
similar training the elementary sounds our language. 

the present imperfect, barbarous oral use our language, 
almost all our schools learning, and elsewhere, ever laid 
aside, and thorough training the voice substituted, which will 
make oral reading and speaking intelligible and agreeable, what 
ought be, some method voice culture must adopted 
which perfect enunciation, articulation and pronunciation the 
use the elementary sounds tanght and mastered 
teachers well pupils. 

present, safe say that not one teacher fifty 
sufficiently master all the elementary sounds teach and ex- 
emplify them, they never exemplify them correctly, when 
they talk, read the presence their pupils. 

The essential requisites, good oral reading and speaking, are, 
first, distinctness utterance; second, good modulation, proper 
emphasis and correct pronunciation. 

Distinctness utterance requires correct Enunciation, perfect 
articulation and good pronunciation which have heretofore 
referred. 

There are about distinct, simple and compound sounds, easily 
recognized the formation English words. and rigid 
analysis English words, some investigators make more than 
sounds, and some make but the sounds are 
meet all the demands our English language. 

During the first efforts the child learning speak, 
should accustomed hear every word, uttered impress 
every elementary sound, necessary its perfect pronunciation 
upon his ear. 

the same time, should required the school, enun- 
ciate every sound, every new word which learns imitating 
his teacher until able properly enunciate every one the 
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sounds soon his eyes rest upon the letter, letters which 
represent the sound. 

regular practice this kind, exemplified the teacher, 
children can learn give these sounds more readily and more ac- 
curately, than they can learn the musical sounds the scale. 

Bear mind, that this teaching and practice should kept 
regularly and often, until the pupil gives good evidence ability 
master every sound without aid. 

After the pupil has acquired some skill imitating elementary 
sounds and word sounds, pronunciation, should regularly 
exercised articulating, joining the sounds they may re- 
quired words and syllables. Any word, more than one ele- 
mentary sound, will furnish exemplification. 

secure perfection articulation, which absolutely neces- 
sary for good reading and speaking, there hardly any method 
more effective than that analyzing each word into its true ele- 
mentary sounds, and then synthetizing re-constructing the 
word, with the same sounds articulated. 

teaching the first lesssons reading, this exercise should 
continued with all new words, until the sounds, each word, will 
suggested sight, readily any note any part the 
musical will suggest its right sound. 

Let always understood, that regular intervals, while the 
pupil receiving this voice-training, other necessary branches 
learning should just carefully taught. should ever 
borne mind, that the voice one the most wonderful, and 
most important all our physical faculties; and that, has, 
heretofore, been almost entirely neglected, all our schools, 
should now have fixed and prominent place every elementary 
school next value good moral training. 

distinctness utterance, enunciation and articulation, 
important will always be, somewhat mechanical its ex- 
ecution, and makes large demand upon the mental powers, 
the vocal powers should always cultivated with special reference 
the intellectual powers. 

Hardly less important than distinctness, the proper modulation 
the voice. 


the utterance language, general thing, the 
which the voice modulated, indicates very decisively the 
reader’s speaker’s appreciation the meaning the language 
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uttered, and most effectually impresses that meaning, fails 
impress upon the minds all listeners.

All these modulations are governed the sense mean- 
ing the language used, subject the will the reader. 
general thing they are governed customary laws. 

common consent, these laws require uniformity modula- 
tion: that certain shades meaning, and certain emotional 
language, will require uniform modulation. 

All good oral reading and speaking require first: 
enumeration, and articulation all words and terms, and 
also pronunciation. 

Second, they require proper modulation voice adapted 
the meaning the language used.

This practice should also include enunciation and articulation 
and pronunciation and should continued regularly, until all 
the sounds can enunciated and articulated correctly and easily.

bright day late July, entered Switzerland way 

the Rhine, Baden, Basle and Olten Lucerne. first 
taste Alpine scenery was moonlight ride observation car 
from Basle Lucerne, distance fifty-nine miles. The gib- 
bous moon played and out, and down among fleecy cloud- 
heaps, and the black cones the Juras, with soft blue sky-fields 
for back-ground. From the brakes and brambles came through 
the open windows occasional notes and snatches song the 
katydid, the only genuinely American sound afloat that evening; 
and gladdening sweet music seemed. 

Upon reaching Lucerne half past ten hastened 
four the next morning was aroused the breaking thunder 
storm with its stunning peals, vivid lightnings and threatening 
crash swept around and among the snow-streaked summits 
the Lopperberg and Mons. Pilatus. 

Everything around Lucerne instinct with life, beauty and 
strength; mountain spires shoot the south, east and west 
and wild foaming torrents rush down the Garden the Glac- 
iers fit abode Dryads and Naiads and the Thorwaldsen Lion 
Lucerne chiselled into the broad face the mountain. And 
was there more than once immortalized art such pain and willing 
agony mingled with such divine resignation. Historical ruins, 
tombs, vales, caves and cliffs sacred the name Tell and rich 
reminiscences the brave Swiss Guards and the Hapsburghs. 

occasional shower with broad stretches dreamy sunshine 
between, rescued the day from fatigue and monotony, and the 
whole was inspiriting prelude the twofold elevation moun- 
tain-climbing. 

Promptly six the afternoon, left the Port and crossed the 
lake, which only few miles wide, ascend the Righi. 

This mountain central Switzerland between the two charm- 
ing lakes, Zug and Lucerne, and has long been famous for its 
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beautiful rises abruptly and the height 
nearly five thousand feet. This marvellous height sure, 
but from its isolation and vast theatre-like surroundings, com- 
mands magnificent views. the north-east lies narrow plain, 
and eastward the horizion pushes out over descending crests till 
lodged among the foot-hills; close the south and around through 
the south-west and west, spreads amphitheater mountain and 
valley, rising row after row till crest and sky meet. 

See that irregular block conglomerate unknown thickness, 
two five miles broad, and seven ten miles long, with one 
corner buried the lakes and the opposite northeast corner tilted 
almost mile above the plain, and the sharp point chipped off 
level top not larger than garden spot! That Righi 
Mountain. 

But the sunrise. ascended from Vitznaw the western 
foot within half kilometer the top and lodged for the night 
advised guide. The next morning resumed the journey 
foot. One must sleep the mountain well muse there, 
for the dream fugue Alpine slumber mental elixir, well 
imagination’s paradise. The climb was brisk, through crisp 
pure air and quickened exhilarating expectancy, just the 
tonic for such feast eye and soul. gained the summit 
three, and was the solitary watcher for ten minutes. 

The mountain breaks off abruptly. Down, down, three and 
half thousand feet, vertically below, nestles beautiful lake under 
the overhanging mountain. Twilight already darting fan-shape 
the sky. storm the night had swept the heavens and left 
the sky unbroken dome blue, except few lagging remnants 
heaps—above the eastern horizon with smaller 
ones scattered back toward the north and south waiting unfurl 
their fleecy banners. 

increasing stream ones, twos and fives scores, pours 
the side, the crest, and out hotels and inns, till more than 
three hundred are formed eager lines and groups along the 
dizzy height. thousand feet below bunches leaden-clouds, 
with one edge clinging the rocks, are unfolding and stretching 
across the mist-dotted lake. Daylight just lighting the slopes, 
plain and valleys, clad summer beauty. The dark, distant wes 
isreceding. Eachmoment now adds new interest and fresh beauties. 
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Salesmen-and-women, with packs many sizes and shapes arrive 
course, and spread out their stores laces, embroideries, 
wood-carvings, souvenirs and countless trinkets, while with equal 
zeal and promptness the trembling tones and windings genuine 
Alpine horn break the gathering spell with weird, wild music and 


expectant gaze,—more gaze than music, and more expectancy than 
enchantment. Neither incident catches the growing enthusiasm— 
not even the fairy echoes from the adjoining slopes. 
sway, but soon all eyes return ‘There easy, artful 
shifting for advantage view, but demonstration. 
spirited noise lashing waves below distant roar; 
measured tread crash bursting storm! Only the rustle 
waking Nature, that stillness which the voice power and im- 
mensity. 

The hand has crept once around the dial, and time now 
counted quickening pulse-beats. 

band appears above the cortege waiting clouds, 
which are now flushed and overflowing with crimson, while the 
margins the widening rift are beaded and flecked with gold and 
purple, melting into silvery flakes whiteness. The moment 
arrives. The whole scene moves. The cloud-wings lift and amid 
the stillness and peering, breathless gaze of*that eager multitude, 
forth into the deep sky-meadows beyond, steps the King Day. 

Ah” inexpressible delight goes from every heart and 
lip sea light pours over one hundred twenty miles snow- 
fields and mountain peaks, green slopes and leaping cataracts, and 
breaks around the horizon for three hundred miles!

the times, send them away from home large expense. 


So, when the country boy girl now days goes the city 
industrial center, full the idea rural essential superiority, the 
twain find themselves confronted with the solid column city young 
people, trained especially for the uses the new order affairs 
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their every step. more enterprising and capa- 
ble avail themselves the great machinery education provided 
the various philanthropic associations, night schools, free read- 
ing rooms, lectures and churches and, often otherwise, owe their 
final success this training acquired the city.

Spain, Normal Schools. 

Spain has normal schools for the training elementary school 
teachers, (48 for men, for women.) each university district 
there also, least one superior normal school for the training 
teachers for the elementary normals. All these are day schools 
and taught lay teachers. priest however has charge religious 
instruction each. Madrid has two central normal schools, one for 
men and one for women. these, teachers elementary schools 
pursue two years’ course, teachers high schools three years’ 
course and teachers elementary normal schools course four 
years’ duration. The school for men located fine building, but 
unfortunately not provided with garden, recreation court, gymnas- 
ium. During recesses the students can only promenade the 
spacious corridors. practical school annexed, the teaching force 
comprises assistant professors and secretary whose 
united salaries $5,100, annually. Modern educational 
principles have been introduced into the school through the influence 
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Sarda, distinguished professor, who has examined the schools 
France, Belgium and England. 

The normal school for women has the advantage recreation 
grounds and even better equipped for scientific and art instruction 
than the school for men. The teaching corps includes directress, 
assistant professors, clerical teacher religion and secretary, 
whose united annual salaries amount $7,900. 

The students the normal school for young men Madrid come 
principally from the rural class from that mechanics, small 
traders teachers. very large proportion these have made 
little attainment scholarship before entering the normal school. 
the courses these are only two years’ duration for the teachers 
elementary grade and but three years for those aspiring the 
higher grade difficult give them satisfactory preparation for 
their work. 

The students the school for women are drawn generally from the 
middle the city and have better scholastic preparation than 
the young men. The course study for the elementary grade 
teachers comprises: Christian doctrine and notions sacred history 
the theory and art reading and writing, the Castilian language, 
exercises analysis, composition and orthography, (each the fore- 
going for two years.) The following for one year only: arithmetic, 
elements geometry, linear drawing, surveying, elements geo- 
graphy and Spanish history, elements agriculture, the principles 
education and methods instruction. order obtain the 
diploma admitting position high school, third year re- 
quired and the studies above mentioned are added elements 
physical and natural science; more extended course agriculture, 
commercial branches and pedagogies. the Madrid schools music 
added obligatory branch, and French and gymnastics, 
optional. obtain the diploma normal school professor the 
must complete four years’ course which gives more 
thorough and extended training than the other courses especially 
ethics, esthetics, and educational principles. Sluys Brussels,

The Rev. George Phillips who came Salem the ship Arbela with 
Gov. Winthrop, Sir Richard Saltonstall, and other Puritan worthies, 
1630, graduate Cambridge University, was man distinction 
and influence the infant colony, and his descendants inherited 
striking love for learning which has expressed itself for eight genera- 
tions. The Academies Andover and Exeter, the colleges Cam- 
bridge, Hanover and Princeton are noble witnesses their liberality. 
The school Andover was founded and fostered this family, 
rather than any one member it, and the splendid gifts which 
others have made lose lustre their own while contributing 
the usefulness and enlargement the Phillips foundation. 

But peculiar honor attaches Andover Samuel Phillips, jr., who 
regarded the virtual founder, though the legal and justly accred- 
ited founders are his father, Hon. Samuel Phillips Andover (Har- 
vard 1734), and his uncle, John Phillips, LL. D., Exeter, 
(Harvard 1735). order distinguish him from many others the 
same name, commonly called Judge Phillips. was who 
took the leading part all the correspondence and negotiations 
which the constitution was framed, the location, buildings and origi- 
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nal funds acquired, the officers instruction and government secured, 
the policy the school determined, its charter enacted, its finances 
and other affairs ordered, and its reputation established the con- 
wide public. Almost all the early documents are his 
handwriting. order near the school and protect and 
promote its interests, left home and for few years lived one 
its modest dwellings, but soon erected spacious and handsome 
mansion grounds next the school, where till his too early death 
1802 and his noble wife dispensed generous hospitality and 
made the school large part their social and life. And 
yet the school was only one many important interests, which taxed 
his time the full. was very active the stirring times the 
Revolutionary war, close consultation with the civil authorities 
Boston and with Washington Cambridge, making powder Andover, 
for the armies, representative the last legislature Massa- 
chusetts Bay, member the constitutional convention 1779, 
senator the first legislature Massachusetts under the constitution 
which was influential forming, all before was thirty years 
age and within the first decade his graduation from Harvard 
1771, and during these important and responsible duties, 
viding new kind school for the new epoch American history. 
his death, was only fifty, having been twenty years the sen- 
ate, and fifteen years its president, sixteen years judge the court 
Common Pleas, twenty years overseer Harvard College, one 
the commissioners for the suppression Shay’s Rebellion, and 
Lieutenant Governor the commonwealth. received the degree 
from Harvard 1793. lived three score and 
ten, cannot doubt that his further offices, and renown 
would have placed him the first rank his contemporaries. Such 
was the man who built into the foundation Phillips Academy his 
character, his wisdom, his gifts, his patriotic and religious purposes. 
Great credit due many others, but surpasses them all. 

There are several dates which are memorable and will serve for out- 
line this brief sketch. April 21, 1778, the constitution and deeds 
gift were signed the brothers Samuel and John Phillips; the 
28th the trustees met, organized and accepted their trust the 30th 
the school was opened joiner’s shop which had been fitted for 
the purpose, and thirteen pupils were attendance.

distinct institution, but under the trustees and charter the 
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Academy, and one the contemplated outgrowths the original 
foundation. Sept. 27, 1830, another separate school was opened 
the Phillips foundation, viz. “The Teachers’ Seminary and English 
Department,” nine years before the first American Normal School 
Lexington. August, 1842, this normal department was discontinued, 
rather was merged the Academy proper, which from that date 
the present has maintained two departments under one organiza- 
tion,—the Classical Latin department, and the English Scientific 
department. the 5th and 6th June, 1878, the Academy cele- 
brated its hundredth anniversary, the principal historical addresses 
being Alexander McKenzie, D., the class 1855, and 
Rev. William Edwards Park, D., 1856, and the poem 
Wendell Holmes, D., LL. 1825. 

From its modest but auspicious beginnings, the Academy has gone 
forward for hundred and sixteen years. The attendance for the 
present year 476 pupils, nearly one half whom are from New 
England, the remainder from more distant states, with very few from 
foreign lands. The faculty numbers sixteen teachers, graduates 
various New England colleges. More than boys will grad- 
uate, and most them will this year. The funds amount 
$256,000, including the beneficiary funds for students’ aid, 
and the value buildings, grounds, libraries and apparatus, least 
$200,000 more. This does not include the funds and equip- 
ment the Theological Seminary, which are held strictly the uses 
that institution. 

The great growth the Academy recent years has outstripped 
its endowment, and like other institutions learning, needs fur- 
ther gifts maintain and increase its usefulness. The High schools 
and private schools are doing excellently amount secondary 
work, but the endowed academies have large field, and difficult 
conceive any reorganization our education which shall render 
them unnecessary. The present interest secondary education jus- 
tifies the expectation that new academies will founded, and the 
present ones will greatly enlarged and improved. 

Among the reasons for the prosperity the Academy must men- 
tioned the fact that over century there have been only eight 
principals. Dr. Pearson, after eight years service, became Professor 
Harvard, and was succeeded Ebenezer Pemberton, LL. D., 
graduate Princeton. From 1795 1810, Mr. Mark Newman, was 
charge. For twenty-three years John Adams, LL. graduate 
Yale, gave his powerful influence Academy and Seminary. Mr. 
Osgood Johnson lived but four years after his appointment 1833, 
and was followed Samuel Taylor, LL. D., graduate Dart- 
mouth whose service here for thirty-three years places him the 
foremost rank American teachers. From 1871 1873 Mr. Fred- 
erick Tilton was principal, and, since 1873, Cecil 
LL. D., has occupied the position.

SHYLOCK AND HARPAGON, TWO SPECIALISTS

NOUR factors unite determine what man shall be: Heredity, 
Natural Endowment, Education and Environment.

There nothing about him the miserable, half-starved old man 
who lives garret. has house his own, keeps plenty 
servants, though, sure, coachman and cook are one. owns 
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pair horses, but his stinginess has reduced them mere shadows 
more fortunate animals; they are too weak from long fasts any 
work. has son and daughter, for both whom,—in the 
French fashion—he has provided life partners without consulting the 
pleasure the principals. Though old man sixty, intends 
marriage with young woman whose previous frugal training 
balances against her want dowry, while plans marry his 
daughter rich old man, because, forsooth, will take her with- 
out portion. are told miser; read his character after 

hearing his first words, but are left conjecture how came 
hate the spending money. carved out his own fortune 
seems certain; that one the people clear. 

the antecedents Shylock, know more. The one word that 
betrays his race lets ray light his past. easy see 
why his nature grew warped; how happened that the milk 
human kindness dried his breast. Jew. sprung from 
race tolerated society only necessary evil. his ears ring 
the cries banished Hebrews sailing away into exile. Aninheritance 
insult and cruelty his; from his mother’s breast sucked 
hatred the oppressor, hatred the powerful and successful race 
which rules his own with rod iron and unflinching law. The whole 
conservatism Judaism flows his veins. With cramped 
and narrowed, open few human interests, what thoughts should 
for the conqueror? Smiles for the hand that 
locks the shackles his for spurning? for 
disdain? you ask this human nature? Can you demand 
the Jew? But Shylock! widower mourning dead Leah father 
scandalized his daughter’s preference for merchant 
scorned and insulted the men who destroy his business law-abid- 
ing this the Jew. 

Such, then, are these men when make their acquaintance. Both 
are with the same malady,—avarice. Their claim our at- 
tention, indeed, based the illustration they offer the unre- 
strained workings this passion and the deplorable results 
brings about. its early stages, this mental disease proceeded slowly. 
Behind their monomania,—for this avarice nothing more—are 
years upon years when the seeds the disease were fostered and 
nurtured, counteracted restrained when the malady, surely ap- 
proaching, was delayed. Harpagon, the boy, was not Harpagon the 
man yet, the unwritten annals his youth, the historian, had 
sought there, would have found acts petty meanness frequent,— 
and constantly increasing frequency—deeds cruel spirit, not 
result, his later years reveal. the boy taking advantage 
mother’s good nature, foresee the man fattening from his neighbor’s 
need. 

But oppression seldom amusing; meanness rarely laughable. 
Hence the picture the enraged Harpagon confronting the impudent 
son who has traded his father’s infirmities not wholly true 
life though there sprightly and comical union circumstances 
which takes away our indignation the son’s disgraceful action 
pity for the father his discovery that son’s unworthiness. 
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Harpagon completely the miser. Every feature here. Each 
out unmistakable relief. line his face betrays the 
pitiless and heartless nature the man. the impersonation 
covetousness, grasping and parsimony. Yet does not op- 
press us. his worst moods, amuses more than disgusts us. His 
sayings are grown proverbs and many, who never heard Moliére, 
Harpagon, know the miser who stole the oats from his horses and 
mumbled over stupid beautiful eyes 
money His acts, while having certain tragic seriousness, are 
yet impotent and powerless harm, that they provoke hearty 
and honest laugh his hearers, causing annoyance his victims 
alone observers all pain. Even the violent despair that 
seizes him the supposed loss his treasure, renders ridiculous, 
cries Arrest everybody and begins clapping his left hand 
the right shoulder, 

The whole course his malady the direction the ridiculous. 
earnest enough his madness,—it real him but have 
sympathy for him, for his character there not one good trait. 
This being true, the not unnatural,—from literary stand- 
point, not this character over-drawn sure, not likely 
that human affection and interests will often fully blotted out 
from the breast man from his. Yet, when consider into 
what monsters selfishness gambling transforms men, with what 
touch power asserts her grinding jurisdictions; when fiction 
furnishes with many illustrations fathers forcing their 
daughters’ loveless marriages, seems less removed from 
the probable. Harpagon more inhuman than the prime mover 
corner wheat,—nor more cruel than the wife-beater. Yet 
these are every-day occurrence. not that the sides his 
character are unreal; that all good left out his make-up. 
Vice works his nature without hindrance, systematically. pro- 
duces narrowly avaricious 

following the unimpeded progress this passion, have ex- 
amined the case ordinary man. Any person, under the same 
conditions, might grow Harpagon, could all influences for good, 
education, and environment, negatived and all evil substituted. 

Shylock presents different aspect. His nature more largely 
moulded heredity. man exceptional mental attributes. 
His education has not been neglected, though has been conducted 
way emphasize race peculiarities. From his youth 
up, associates and companions have developed these. Jew, 
religion and nation, unless man without country. His 
earliest ventures the Rialto were met averted look and distrust- 
ful eye. Long ere this did learn what reception any friendly over- 
tures his part would meet.

Such turn events might well turn the head any; but Shy- 
lock unshaken cliff against which waves have long dashed and 
around which storms have often played. leaves the court-room, 
punished bitterly, half his property gone the State and the rest 
through his enemy’s magnanimity, settled his undutiful daughter 
and her Christian lover, our sympathies with him. All along 
felt the justice his hatred, the logic his revenge. was the 
avarice his nature condemned. But misfortune bends 
gracefully, majestically, tree over whose branches tornado 
has passed. The storm which gathered over his head, robbed him 
his revenge, but, after had spent its violence, left the ruins 
stout and vigorous manhood. 
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have seemed give undue prominence Shylock, have 
followed the progress his revenge more carefully and traced more 
detail the end, because more justly claims our attention 
than does Harpagon. The latter descends almost the common man, 
and while, for all his sordidness and beggarly niggardliness, Harpa- 
gon flesh and blood, the entire absence good his composition 
makes him more object curiosity than subject for sober study.
